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Foreword 


The Directory of Canadian Urban Information Sources repre- 
sents a first attempt at gathering together in one document, the 
sources of urban information in Canada. 

We have tried in this document not to duplicate the efforts of 
other agencies. The Canadian Council on Urban and Regional 
Research (CCURR) prepares a classified, annotated bibliogra- 
phy entitled Urban & Regional REFERENCES. Central Mort-- 
gage and Housing Corporation compiles a directory of opportuni- 
ties for urban education in Canadian universities, listing pro- 
grams offered, but excluding research activities, conferences and 
publications, etc. The Intergovernmental Committee on Urban 
and Regional Research (ICURR) has developed a directory of 
federal and provincial government departments dealing with 
municipal affairs, environment, housing, human resources, plan- 
ning and local governments etc. 

The focus in this volume is on selected readings, reference 
sources, directories, publications of current interest, university 
units, urban organizations, libraries and information centres. The 
term ‘urban’ is used in its broadest sense, (of, relating to, charac- 
teristic of, or constituting a city). 

Information on organizations, university units, libraries and 
information centres was gathered through the use of question- 
naires and compiled in the Information Resource Service. Gaps 
in the information obtained do exist. There are, of course, errors, 
omissions and shortcomings in this initial effort. We would be 
grateful to have any pointed out to us by users of the Directory as 
the document will be amended and updated in the future. 

As it now stands, we hope this document will provide a useful 
information base on sources of urban information in Canada for 
urban researchers and the general public alike. 
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1 Introduction 


The material presented in this Directory comprises basic essen- 
tials, from readings to information on active participants, for 
individuals interested in urban affairs in Canada. The Directory is 
intended as a vade mecum for those wanting to search further. It 
cites references to published urban information and lists the chief 
library sources of such material across the country. Details are 
included about the main groups actively engaged in various fac- 
ets of Canadian urban affairs. And finally, the Directory provides 
information about the universities where most of the teaching 
and research into the components of the subject is undertaken. 


Urban Literature 


This Directory provides references to published material which 
should be easily obtainable through a bookstore or library. These 
references should give the reader an idea of the varied compo- 
nents comprising urban affairs — the approaches to it through a 
variety of techniques and disciplines, problems and their analysis, 
and the topical issues of the day. 

‘Selected readings’ is not an exhaustive listing of published 
urban literature but rather a compilation of basic works 
highlighting major interest areas. 

“Reference sources’ offers a selection of the more current bibli- 
ographies, directories and handbooks of value. For earlier refer- 
ence works the reader is advised to consult Urban & Regional 
REFERENCES 1945-1969, published by the Canadian Council 
on Urban and Regional Research. This document and its annual 
supplements is a comprehensive listing of the literature relating to 
Canadian urban affairs. 

The JCURR Directory published by the Intergovernmental 
Committee on Urban and Regional Research pinpoints federal, 
provincial and territorial government agencies concerned and 
involved with urban areas. Opportunities for education in urban 
and regional affairs, edited by Ollie Crain, identifies courses and 
degree programs for the post-secondary student in Canada. 

‘Of current interest’ publications sketch out some of the topical 
urban issues holding public attention. Although not included as 
such in this part, it is worth noting the value of periodicals, 
newsletters and organizational and scholarly journals. Many of 
these publications are listed with a particular organization or 
university in the Directory. They include Urban Research BUL- 
LETIN (Canadian Council on Urban and Regional Research) 


and Contact (University of Waterloo). These periodicals are val- 
uable in maintaining awareness of new research, publications, 
legislation, appointments. 

On a different level, the organizational and scholarly journals 
can provide analysis of issues, technical accounts of on-going 
studies or reports of recently completed studies, long before the 
final monograph or dissertation stage is reached. The Albertan 
Geographer, Recherches Sociographiques, Civic Affairs, Cana- 
dian Welfare, Plan Canada, Community Planning Review, The 
Social Sciences in Canada, and Canadian Public Administration 
are all examples of such journals. Similarly, the user is reminded 
of the serial publications of the various learned societies — The 
Canadian Journal of Economics, The Canadian Journal of Politi- 
cal Science, The Canadian Geographer, The Canadian Review of 
Sociology and Anthropology, and The Canadian Historical Re- 
view, all of which include urban-oriented material from time to 
time. 

Mention should also be made of the value of theses as informa- 
tion sources. Often they provide the only documentation on a 
subject, or gather together hitherto disaggregated data. Although 
these are not listed as publications, lists of theses are generally 
obtainable from the appropriate school or department. A regular 
listing of theses is found annually in Canadian Theses by the 
National Library of Canada, and in Canadiana. Copies of theses 
can be borrowed on inter-library loan from the National Library 
or, often, from the appropriate university library. 


Libraries and information centres 


Libraries listed are those with collections particularly germane to 
urban affairs and accessible to the public either directly or 
through inter-library loans. In addition, one should also bear in 
mind the libraries and information centres of urban organi- 
zations, many of which have good collections in specific areas. 
Noteworthy in this respect are the collections of the Canadian 
Council on Social Development and the Roads and Transporta- 
tion Association of Canada. An information centre which should 
prove valuable to those seeking data is the new Data Clearing- 
house for the Social Sciences in Canada. Also useful are univer- 
sity libraries. Those universities having special urban programs 
invariably have the appropriate published resources for their 


students, e.g., the University of Toronto’s Faculty of Architecture, 
Urban and Regional Planning and Landscape Architecture, or 
Queen’s University Institute of Local Government Studies. 


Urban organizations 


‘Urban organizations’ — includes details of professional associa- 
tions, research councils and special interest groups. The urban 
organizations selected for inclusion meet one or more of four 
criteria: 
(a) national focus/scope, 
(b) national body of local or provincial organizations, 
(c) activities highly urban-oriented, 
(d) contributes specifically to the field of urban affairs. 

With respect to the second criteria one should remember that 
there are groups at the provincial or regional level with similar 
aims and activities as the national organizations listed here. 


Universities 

The information on universities is based on replies to a mailed 
questionnaire. However, in some cases information was added 
concerning inter-disciplinary urban programs plus other pro- 
grams deemed particularly relevant. Faculties, departments and 
schools referred to are those directly related to urban affairs. That 
is, they have a specific urban orientation. A helpful guide in this 
area is the previously mentioned Opportunities for education in 
urban and regional affairs at Canadian universities and commu- 
nity colleges. 


Use of French and English 
Names of institutions and titles of publications have not been 
translated but these entries are annotated in the alternate lan- 
guage as well. Universities are listed and described in the lan- 
guage of instruction only.

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1 Introduction 


Readers familiar with the first Directory of Canadian urban 
information sources, published in November 1974, will notice that 
substantial changes have been made in certain parts of this text, 
whereas other sections have been merely updated. To make this 
1975 edition as readily useful and valuable as the 1974 edition 
entailed considerable expansion of some sections and repetition of 
others. These are explained in more detail as follows. 


Urban Literature 

The retrospective Canadian urban bibliography of the 1974 
edition has not been repeated here. Instead, it was decided to list 
only literature published in the last two years. Neither list in 
“Reference Sources’’ nor in “Selected Readings”’ is intended to 
be comprehensive; rather, the aim has been to point out recent 
works of “‘general interest’. All selections are by Canadians or 
have substantial Canadian content and should be readily available 
at local community or university libraries. 

In a 1972 report, Government publishing in the Canadian 
provinces: a prescriptive study, A. Paul and Catherine A. Pross 
criticized the lack of ready access to government documents. The 
recent appearance of a Toronto-based microfiche subscription 
service has served to remedy this problem to some extent. Each 
month, ProFile from MicroMedia reproduces major publications 
of most provincial government departments and thirteen 
Canadian municipalities. 

The quarterly Index to Current Urban Documents from 
Greenwood Press provides microfiche of publications of larger 
American cities and counties as well as those U.S. federal agencies 
concerned with urban affairs. A number of Canadian 
municipalities are participating in this venture as well as in 
ProFile. 

The brief listing of “‘Audio-Visual Aids” following the literature 
review is intended only to highlight the variety of non-print 
materials available. A more complete guide is to be found in R. 
Charles Bryfogle’s bibliography, The City in Print (1974). 

Finally, readers are reminded of the useful and recently 
expanded mail-order book service offered by the Community 
Planning Association of Canada. The Bookshoppe, specializing 
in urban studies, stocks more than 700 commercially published 
titles, and will supply all Canadian urban titles in print and 


selected books available from foreign publishers within the subject 
areas. 


Libraries, Archives and Information Centres 

The substantial urban research collections in federal and 
provincial government libraries, as well as valuable municipal 
documentation maintained in archives and local information 
centres, are drawn to users’ attention in this section. Federal 
government libraries appear first, followed by an alphabetical 
arrangement of provincial government libraries. Lastly in this 
section are municipal archives and information centres. 


Urban Organizations 

This section repeats, with updated material, details of professional 
associations, research councils, and special interest groups at the 
national level. Social planning councils and agencies at the local 
level have not been included. The one exception made is the 
listing of associations of municipalities whose activities are too 
often unrecognized, and whose existence, it is felt, should be 
drawn to the public’s attention more frequently than on the 
occasion of a yearly conference. The descriptions of objectives 
were supplied by the institutions and organizations themselves in 
response to written requests and appear as such with only editorial 
changes. 


Universities 

Opportunities for education in urban and regional affairs at 
Canadian universities and community colleges provides a very 
extensive Overview of a wide variety of courses with urban content 
of interest to a student at the post-secondary level. It was decided, 
therefore, to highlight only the programs and activities of research 
institutes and planning schools of Canadian universities. 
Wherever possible, information on special library collections, such 
as the Urban Documentation Centre at McMaster University, has 
been included. Two other guides which should be consulted for 
details on university programs are Universities and Colleges of 
Canada, published annually by Statistics Canada in co-operation 
with the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, and 
Guide to Graduate Education in Urban and Regional Planning, 
first edition 1974, from the Association of Collegiate Schools of 


Planning which includes descriptions of faculty requirements at 
Canadian planning schools. 


Use of English and French 

Names and addresses of institutions have not been translated, but 
the descriptive material has been annotated in the language of this 
edition. Material also available in French is indicated by an 
asterisk, *. Material published in English and French under the 
same cover is indicated by the term “‘bilingual’”’ at the end of the 
citation.

His chapters include discussion of the form of 
the axis, its growth, expansion and convergence, land use, housing, 
economic structure, interaction, channels of interaction, structure 
and finance, the axis in the year 2001, and summary and 
conclusions. 


2.4 Audio-Visual Aids 


Slide and film sets generally provide a valuable dimension to any 
oral presentation. Sale or rental arrangements can be made with 
minimum difficulty. Libraries have in recent years built up their 
collections of non-print materials. The Metropolitan Toronto 
Library Board publishes annually a directory of the 16 mm films 
available from the public libraries in Metropolitan Toronto; others 
publish listings of audio-visual aids as well. 
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The following is a brief sampling of some noteworthy 
productions. A highly commendable series from the National 
Film Board (NFB), Challenge for Change, includes urban titles 
such as Little Burgundy (1968), Encounter on urban environment 
(1971); and a transportation series: A bus for us (1972), Where 
do we go from here (1973) and Regina Telebus (1973). Two 
particularly excellent urban features are URBANOSE (1972) and 
URBA 2000 (1974). In the thirteen films which make up the 
URBANOSE package, the camera lens examines the problems 
created by Montréal’s rapid growth, as well as similar crises facing 
European cities. URBA 20001s a natural outgrowth of 
URBANOSE. Inaseries of ten hour-long films, director Michel 
Régnier presents examples of innovative and positive solutions to 
pressing city needs both in Canada and abroad. A few of these 
are the land banking experiment in Saskatoon, historic 
preservation in Québec and Warsaw, housing rehabilitation in 
Montréal, new towns in Great Britain, balanced urban growth in 
Dusseldorf, etc. The URBANOSE series is available in French 
only; five of the ten films in the URBA 2000 series have now been 
released in English. 

Other recent NFB films with an urban focus are A Sense of 
Place, a one-hour 16 mm film dealing with the urgency of finding 
solutions to the problems of human settlements around the 
world. High River looks at how the residents of that Alberta 
community handled an urban growth situation created by the 
proximity of Calgary. Chairs for Lovers features architect Stanley 
King hosting a “design in’’, sensitizing people to the need for 
improvement and inventiveness in city design. 

Details on rentals of any of the above-mentioned films can be 
obtained from any of the National Film Board offices across the 
country. 

A useful slide series aimed at the secondary school level has 
recently been produced by the Canadian Association of 
Geographers. The Canadian Urban Profile Series includes 20 
colour slides with English commentary on each of the following 
cities: Montréal, Hamilton, Halifax, Winnipeg, Toronto and 
Thunder Bay. Projected for release in the near future are 
Calgary, Sherbrooke, St. John’s, and the Toronto Central Business 
District. The price for each set is $6.50 and orders should be 
placed through the Canadian Association of Geographers, 
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Burnside Hall, McGill University, P.O. Box 6070, Station ““A’’, 
Montréal, P.Q. H3C 3G1. 

The National Museum of Man, in co-operation with the 
National Film Board of Canada, has recently released Canada’s 
Visual History series. Each unit comprises 30 slides (black and 
white and colour) and a bilingual text. Series I may be purchased 
as a complete set (20) or in individual units. It should be noted 
that the series was not designed as specifically urban, although the 
package includes a number of presentations with urban appeal, 
such as ‘“* Urban development in central Canada to 1850”’, and 
‘*The ranching frontier in Alberta 1874-1905’’. Inquiries should 
be addressed to Canada’s Visual History Project, History Division, 
National Museum of Man, Ottawa, Ontario KIAOM8.

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1 Introduction 


This edition of the Directory of Canadian Urban 
Information Sources continues the format and 
reporting of the 1974 and 1975 editions. It is anticipated 
that in future the Directory will appear biennially. 


Urban Literature 

The material in this section is divided into five parts: 
bibliographies; suggested basic Canadian readings 
pre-dating 1975; current readings published between 
1975 and 1977; Canadian urban journals and 
newsletters; and audio-visual presentations. In light of 
the considerable amount of urban documentation 
distributed for the UN Conference on Human 
Settlements, anumber of items which can be obtained 
free of charge have been included. 

Periodical articles have been omitted from the urban 
literature section. The Canadian Periodical Index has 
recently expanded its coverage of Canadian journals 
and several other commercial indexes are picking up 
Canadian content. There are as well a number of 
computer data base operations which provide a current 
awareness and retrospective search capability in a 
broad range of social science subjects. To date there is 
no uniquely Canadian data base but more popular 
Canadian journals are indexed by the firms providing 
these services. Anyone wishing further information 
should inquire of the Selective Dissemination of 
Information (SDI) Division, National Library of Canada, 
395 Wellington Street, Ottawa, Ontario K1AON4. 

Readers will be interested in the recent appearance of 
Urban Canada, a Current Index to Canadian 
Publications in the Field of Urban and Regional Planning 
and Development. This service from MicroMedia picks 
up from the Urban & Regional REFERENCES of the 
Canadian Council on Urban and Regional Research. 
The Urban Canada index includes trade publications, 
conference papers, briefs, consultants’ reports, 
institutional publications, position papers, 
unpublished government reports, and government 


publications of federal, provincial and municipal levels. 
Citations are under main entry, subject section and title 
section. Anumber of specialized Canadian periodicals 
and newsletters, not indexed elsewhere, are being 
scanned from 1977 onwards and articles indexed under 
the subject entries of Urban Canada. The Urban Canada 
index is fully bilingual. A microfiche service is provided 
for certain of the monographs where copyright 
clearance has been granted. The ProFile and Publicat 
indexes and microfiche service complement the Urban 
Canada index. 

The audio-visual listings are as complete as possible 
at the time of printing. Particular attention has been 
given to listing films made for Habitat which can be 
obtained within Canada on a loan basis. 


Libraries, Archives and Information Centres 

This section is not intended to be an exhaustive listing 
of all libraries in Canada with particularly extensive 
urban collections. University libraries generally have 
good documentation in the urban affairs field, but it is 
impossible in this directory to detail the extent of all of 
these. In the ‘‘Universities’”’ section, reading rooms or 
documentation centres attached to research institutes 
or planning schools have been indicated whenever 
known. 

Several of the libraries chose not to expand the 
description of their holdings from the previous listing. 
Provincial legislative libraries and the Library of 
Parliament are particularly good sources for provincial 
documents, and the National Library of Canada is legal 
deposit for all federal and provincial materials as well as 
all other commercially published literature in Canada. 
Researchers are cautioned to verify in advance any 
restrictions on access or ready availability to these 
collections. 

Historians and researchers interested in Canada’s 
urban past will have noted descriptions of municipal 
archives appearing from time to time in Urban History 


Review. The Urban History Committee of the Canadian 
Historical Association is interested in ensuring the 
preservation of documents pertaining to the settlement 
and development of Canadian cities and towns. 
Records management programs now underway in 
certain municipalities should provide valuable 
documentation for scholars. 

Details concerning municipal archives, information 
centres and other urban specialty collections are 
welcomed for inclusion in future editions of this 
directory. 


Urban Organizations 

The professional associations, research councils and 
special interest groups were asked to review and 
update the descriptions of objectives and activities. 
Generally, few changes were noted, and the 
information appears as supplied with only minor 
editorial corrections. 


Universities 

Letters were sent to planning schools, urban research 
institutes, faculties of architecture and departments of 
geography of the larger Canadian universities. 
Responses varied, and accordingly some descriptions 
are much more complete than others. Information on 
admission requirements to professional schools is 
compiled annually in Universities and Colleges of 
Canada from the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada published in co-operation with 
Statistics Canada. Other useful materials on degree 
recognition, professional accreditation, etc. are 
available from the Canadian Association of 
Geographers, Royal Architectural Institute of Canada, 
Canadian Institute of Planners, the Association of 
Canadian Faculties of Environmental Studies, and the 
Association of Planning Programs at Canadian 
Universities. 


Use of English and French 

Names of institutions officially bilingual are used in the 
separate English and French editions. Otherwise, the 
name and address has not been translated but the 
descriptive material is annotated in the other language. 
Material published in English and French under the 
same cover is indicated by the term “‘bilingual’’ at the 
end of the citation. Material published separately in 
English and French is indicated by an asterisk*.

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2.5 Audio-Visual Sources 


Films listed in this section were considered to be of 
benefit to educators looking for audio-visual 
presentations suitable for geography, social studies or 
human environment classroom teaching.

Each film described below carries a notation of its 
locational availability. Generally films are available from 
NFB and CMHC regional offices, or from the 
Information and Communications Centre (ICOM) at 
CMHC's head office in Ottawa.

Inner City 17 min., colour, 16mm film, English and 
French, 1976. The film portrays the four major 
processes of urban change taking place in Canada’s 
inner city areas — massive redevelopment, stability, 
revitalization and decline. Available from NFB. 


High River 14min., colour, 16mm film, English, 
1976. This film shows how the people of High River, 
Alberta, maintained their individuality in spite of the 
proximity of Calgary and how, on their own initiative, 
they handled urban growth. Available from ICOM. 


The Big Ditch 11 min., colour, one-projector 
slide-tape, English, 1975. This presentation outlines 
options for the redevelopment of part of the 
now-unused Welland Canal. The urban sensitivity of 
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the proposals is stressed. Available from ICOM. 


The Liveable Region Plan 7 min., colour, 
one-projector slide-tape, English, 1975. This 
presentation shows the Greater Vancouver Regional 
District’s grass-roots approach to metropolitan 
planning. Available from ICOM. 


Reservoir 9min.,colour,16mm film, English. A film 
on the importance of water use and conservation, and 
deals with a prefabricated low-cost Canadian designed 
reservoir that is suitable for small communities. 
Available from NFB. 


Saint John Design: Part! 14 min., colour, 16mm 
film, English, 1974. A people-oriented view of the Saint 
John approach to urban improvement. This is the first of 
two films on this New Brunswick city. The film traces the 
renovation of the city core from the initial stages of 
debate and planning by citizens and professionals and 
depicts the public participation process through 
personal interviews and controversial planning 
meetings. Available from ICOM. 


Inner City-Inter City 14 min., colour, 16 mm film, 
video-cassette, English and French, 1974. Shows a cross - 
section of Canadian projects in which the Ministry is 
involved (i.e., the impact of rapid development on city 
inhabitants, revitalization of city cores, building 
restoration, land uses, port relocation and problems of 
transportation and housing). Available from NFB. 


The Coldspring Project 28min., colour, 16mm film, 
English, 1974. The city of Baltimore, Maryland, brought 
new life and vitality to a large segment within its city 
limits through an imaginative development plan. The 
film records citizens’ meetings where problems such as 
how to preserve a wildlife sanctuary adjacent to the 
300-acre housing development area are discussed.

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The Innocent Door 30 min., colour, 16mm film, 
English, 1974. An unusual view of the old city of 
Jerusalem — as it is, with traffic congestion, 
over-crowding and inadequate housing, and as it will 
appear, after planned redevelopment of certain 
sectors. Available from NFB. 


Chairs for Lovers 28min., colour, 16 mm film, 
English, 1973. Vancouver architect Stanley Kind 
demonstrates his method of involving students and the 
publicin urban design by having “‘draw-ins/design-ins”’. 
The sketches are refined ina manner which can serve as 
a guide for city planners. Available from NFB. 


Rail Lands and UrbanImprovements 9min.,colour, 
one and two projector slide-tape, English, 1974. A sort 
of ‘design catalogue”’ of urban improvements, this 
sync-sound presentation was designed to show 
municipal politicians and planners how they could 
make the Railway Relocation Act work for them.

LaSalle Academy 12 min., colour, 16 mm film, 
bilingual, 1976. Music and footage show how the 
Ministry’s new home, LaSalle Academy, has been 
inhabitated over the past century, and renovated to 
preserve the heritage character of the building.

City Port 14min., colour, 16mm film, English and 
French, 1974. Designed primarily for port managerial 
audiences, the highly visual content of this film will be 
of interest to anyone concerned with urban 
improvement. It outlines problems and prospects 
resulting from changes in port technology and the 
opening of harbourfronts to the people of Canada.

This presentation, prepared 
for OECD in Paris for Habitat '76, deals with low cost 
improvements to the urban environment.

Administration of Canada. In addition to the 
monograph series, the Institute, with the financial 
assistance of the Ministry of State for Urban Affairs, has 
completed a draft of a text on urban government and 
management which will be suitable for continuing 
education programs.
